If California farmers suddenly 
signed an air-tight agreenment to 
boycott every retail merchant who 
handled union-made goods — not 
because they had any quarrel with 
retail merchants, but simply be- 
cause they were involved in a dis- 
pute with some of the labor unions 
— the resultant furore would make 


Page 1 headlines all over the na- 
tion. 


Labor leaders would bitterly de- 
nounce the farmers as “Fascists.” 


Merchants, caught in the middle 
of the cross-fire, would protest that 
they were threatened with ruin by | 
Treason of a quarrel in which they 
had taken no part and had no in- 
terest. 


And the Labor Department in 
Washington would probably con- 
demn the boycott as illegal and un- 
American. 

California farmers, of course, 
haven’t boycotted stores which 
handle union-made goods, nor are 
they likely to do so. 

On the other hand, labor unions 
have repeatedly resorted to the 
“secondary boycott” against Cali- 
fornia farmers and the term “hot 
cargo” has become commonplace in 
news headlines. 

The question of outlawing the 
vicious “secondary boycott’ and “hot 
cargo” provisions is now pending 
before the State Legislature and it 
will be interesting to see just how 
the lawmakers face the issue. If 
the situation were reversed, the 
farmers were employing the “sec- 
ondary boycott” in an attempt to 
break labor unionism, there would 
be little doubt of the outcome. 
There would be such a hue and cry 
against the practice that the vote 
would be virtually unanimous. And 
farmers will watch with interest to 
learn whether their rights will be 
championed with equal vigilance. 

There are two bills to outlaw the! 
“secondary boycott,” which farmers 
should note and keep tab on. They 
are Senate Bill 877, by Senator Gor- 
don and two others, and Assembly | 
Bill 1666, by Assemblymen Milling- 
ton and Phillips. 

The two bills declare use of the 
“secondary boycott” and “hot cargo” 
weapons unlawful. 

“Hot cargo” is defined to include 
any combination or agreement re- | 
sulting in a refusal by employes to 
handle goods or perform services 
for their employer, because of a dis- 
pute between some other employer 
and his employes or a labor organ- 
ization. 

“Secondary boycott” is defined to 
includee any combination or agree- 
ment, (1) to cease performing ser- 
vices for any employer, or (2) to 
cause any employe to cease per- 
forming such services, or (3) to 
cause any loss or injury to such 
employer, or (4) to cause any loss 
or injury to his employes for the 
purpose of inducing or compelling 
the employer to refrain (1) from 
doing business with another em- 
ployer or (2) from handling the 
products of such other employer, be- 
cause of a dispute between the lat- 
ter employer and _ his employes or 
a labor organization. 

Under the bills now pending, 
combinations or agreements to in- 
duce violation of the statute or to 
injure anyone refusing to violate 
the statute. are also outlawed. 

If these bills are not enacted, any 
California farmer, at any time, may 
be threatened with the loss of his | 
entire crop, and his whole year’s | 
income, if he doesn’t knuckle-under | 
to some city labor boss who has the | 
power to declare his crop “hot car- | 
go.” For under the existing law, | 
and recent court interpretations, 
labor can picket and boycott any 
farm, anywhere, anytime, for any 
reason, or for no reason at all. That 
intolerable conditions puts the 
farmer, who feeds and clothes the 
nation, at the mercy of every labor 
racketeer in the country. It gives 
labor unions the power to buldgeon 
and bleed the farming industry.

How to Cure "Children ol This Habit 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ Some children under ten or 
twelve have a bad habit of kicking 
other children, especially younger, 
weaker children, when quarreling 
with them. These children will 
kick almost any person in any part 
of the body, at the slightest provo- 
eation. Kicking is hazardous and 
sometimes causes serious injuries, 
especially kicking at the end of 
the spine, in the stomach or other 
less guarded parts of the anatomy. 

My fellow parent, train your 
child early never to kick, even in 
self-defense. The first time your 
tot kicks you or any one else, seize 
him, and give him a spanking. Do 
this every time he kicks. Once he 
has learned to stay put, punish 
him by making him sit in a chair 
and do absolutely nothing for 
thirty minutes. If he attempts to 
leave the chair without permission 
before the time is up, give him a 
spanking which will be effective. 


Self-Defense 


But if at any age another child 
assails your child who in turn uses 
his bare hands in self-defense, ap- 
prove your child for his courage. 
Some children under ten or twelve 
need to be taught to fight in self- 
defense, taught to ward off a blow 
and protect themselves. 

Yet your child should learn 
early and permanently that he 
must never fight by kicking, bit- 
ing, scratching, throwing things 
or using sticks, stones and other 
weapons. 

Teachers, as well as parents,

With good habits 
and ideals of citizenship them- 
selves, all too many parents have 
failed to bring up their own child 
in the alphabet of restraint and 
regard for the rights of others.

80,000 planes by the 1943 summer, 
great fleets of merchant ships and 
armaments the quantity of which 
exceeded the imagination only a few 
months ago.

From Berlin 
recently came 
the information 
that Herr Hit- 
ler has remorse- 
lessly squelched 
disorders in 
Holland.—Oh, he 
doubtless has 
squelched ’em, 
but his announcement that he’s , 
done so is taken as an admission 
from a first-class authority that 
there were Dutch disorders that 
required squelching. And it was as 
good an authority as Signor Musso- 
lini, who testified that the Fascists 
were a lot worse licked in northern 
Africa than even the British said 
they were. 

Adolf and Benito ought to know, | 
if anybody. 

Benito’s revelation was naive to 
the point of being funny. It evi- 
dently had leaked out in Italy itself 
that I] Duce’s forces were on the 
run on the southern side of the 
Mediterranean, and it appears that 
the Italians, at home. were begin- 
ning to mutter that he’d neglected 
to send enough of ‘em into that 
field of activity or to keep ‘em sup- 
plied adequately. Seemingly Benito 
was stung by these criticisms; so 
he made that speech of a few days 
ago, to the effect that his African 
military outfit was. too, a great 
plenty more numerous and better 
equipped than Italy and the rest of 
the world had given it credit for 
being. Well. if it was undermanned 
and skimpily armed it had some ex- 
cuse for being licked. But, if not, as 
he asserted, it hadn’t even that ex- 
cuse for taking its licking. Ditto 
Albania. Benito hotly denied that 
the Italians there were knocked 
into a cocked hat by the Greeks due 
to any failure of his own to send 
enough of ’em across the Adriatic 
or to furnish ’em with sufficient 
guns, munitions and aviation; they 
simply have been trounced by su- 
perior Greek fighting ability— 
though Benito didn’t put it quite 
that way. ‘ 

Not His Fault! 


The nub of it is that, yes, they've

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been licked, but it wasn’t his fault. ' 

fhe inference drawn from 
Acolf's reports is that he’s con- 
quered more territory than he’s go-’ 
ing to be able to keep long under 
subjection. 

Tne Dutch already are so ugly, 
according to his own account, that 


| he has had to declare German army 


rule throughout all the northern 
Netherlands. Presumably it’s effec- 
tive there at present, but it must be 
a nuisance to him to have so much 
hostility sizzling that he has to sit 
on it with a big military force to 
prevent it from going on the ram- 
page under him. 

And of course there are other 
areas for him to worry about. 

Norway's reported to be as near 
to an anti-Nazi uprising as it dares 
to be. 

France certainly won’t stay beat- 
en any longer than it has to. 

It stands to reason that Den- 


' mark, Poland and Belgium can’t 


but be ripe for revolt at the first , 
favorable opportunity. The Bal-.

as they’re afraid to be otherwise. — 

Now, Herr Hitler can concen- | 
trate on one little spot, like north- 
ern Holland, and suppress its anti- | 
Nazi-ism, unquestionably. 

But suppose Adolf were to have 
uprisings break out against him in 
France, Holland, Belgium, Poland, 
Denmark and Norway about simul- 
taneously, plus Britain on _ his 
hands, maybe the Balkans and 
Turkey, too, and with Russia’s un- 
reliability to reckon with! Wouldn't 
all that keep him pretty busy? 


Japan Is Far Off 


Italy's a broken reed to him. And 
Japan's too far away to help him 
in Europe. 

Just how solidly Germany itself - 
is behind the Fuehrer is something 
of a problem here. That it’s strong- 
ly predominantly so isn’t ques- 
tioned Nevertheless there are 
vague rumors of a bit of domestic 
discontent with him, the Father- 
land traditionally has its demo- 
crats.
